DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Application, Amendments, and/or Claims 

1 . The Preliminary Amendment filed 3 December 2001 has been received and 
entered in full. Claims 1-239 have been cancelled and claims 240-257 have been 
added. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 242, 244-246, and 251 -257, drawn to a process for preparing a 
composition which comprising identifying a chemical compound which is a 
GALR3 receptor agonist, classification dependent upon compound 
structure. 

II. Claims 243, 244-246, and 251 -257, drawn to a process for preparing a 
composition which comprising identifying a chemical compound which is a 
GALR3 receptor antagonist, classification dependent upon compound 
structure. 

III. Claims 247-248 and 251 -257, drawn to a process for preparing a 
composition which comprising identifying a chemical compound which 
activates a human or rat GALR3 receptor, classification dependent upon 
compound structure. 

IV. Claims 249-250 and 251-257, drawn to a process for preparing a 
composition which comprising identifying a chemical compound which 
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inhibits activation a human or rat GALR3 receptor, classification 
dependent upon compound structure.

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. Claims 240 and 241 link(s) inventions l-IV. The restriction requirement among 
the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 242- 
257. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to 
examination in the instant application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s) 
depending from or including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are 
presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or 
divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction 
requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In 
re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971).

5. Although there are no provisions under the section for "Relationship of

6. Invention I requires search and consideration of a GALR3 receptor agonist, 
which is not required by any of the other Inventions. Invention II requires search and 
consideration of a GALR3 receptor antagonist, which is not required by any of the other 
Inventions. Invention III requires search and consideration of activating a GALR3 
receptor, which is not required by any of the other Inventions. Invention IV requires 
search and consideration of inhibiting a GALR3 receptor, which is not required by any of 
the other Inventions. 

7. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37CFR 1.143). 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, separate search requirements, and/or different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

9. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.
